James Hickey, aged 67 years, after 


saving the life of John E. Connor, a 
fellow workman, at the B. & O. round 
house 
Wednesday 
night 
about 
9 


o'clock, was instantly 
killed, being 


struck by engine No. 885. John Con- 
nor, in saving who&e life Mr. Hickey 
met death, had the left arm severed 
at the elbow. 


The accident occurred just outsiSe 


the roundhouse on the new track which 
was recently lajd leading into 
the 


•west side of the opening of the old 
half of the structure. "Jack"' Connor, 
who boai ds at 57 Canal street, and was 
recently made foreman of the grease 
wiping gang, is said to . have been 
drinking and 
Roundhouse Foreman 


Foster refused to let him go to work. 
He is said to have staggered out to 
the fatal track where he fell between 
the rails. Mr. Hickey saw the predic- 
ament of the man and hastened to get 
him cff the track so that he would not 
be run down by engine No. &85 wliicii 
a few seconds aferward proved fatal 
to Mr. Hickey. The track was dark 
and as the unfortunate man stopped 
to lift Connor from the track, he was 
struck and rolled under the engine. 
He succeeded in throwing Connor from 
the track, however, before forfeiting 
his life, and the latter escaped with the 
loss of the left arm which was severed 
at the elbow. 


The body of Mr. Hickey was removed 


to McGonagle's morgue, and was aft- 
erward taken to the home, 17 Wrbb 
street, while Bowers & Criss Bros, am- 
bulance took Connor to the Newark 
Sanitarium where he was reported to 
be resting comfor'ably after having hi<s 
injury dressed by Doctors Barnes, 
Wright and Anderson. 


Mr. Connor had been employed in 


the B. and O. service here for some 
time and has been boarding at the 
home of a Mrs. Wilson on Canal street 
His wife is in Chicago. 


Mr Hickey. the dead man, was ons 


of the oldest employes of the B. and 
O at this point, having been in the 
employ of the company here for tha 
past 35 years and was exceptionally 
well liked by his fellow workmen. H3 
wai> a hostler at the round house and 
about one month ago was given the 
position of the grease wiping gang, but 
owing to his age he was laJer assigned 
to an easier line of work- He leaves 
a wife, five daughters, two sons anl 
three sisters, all residing in this cf y. 


No definite funeral arrongemen's 


have been made as yet. but 'he ser- 
vices will probably take place from the 
church of the Blessed Sacrament Sat- 
urday.

As for mental reserve—any one who 


doesn't know more than he has to 
teach, whose knowledge doesn't exten:J 
beyond the limits of his job, can't do 
his work. 


The spiritual power 
is something 


that cannot be explained; but it must 
be big. and it must be infectious. Your 
pupils cannot have large conceptions 
unless you have a big soul from which 
they can borrow. Associate with big 
things: read big things, and you wili 
be big enough to cope with big situa- 
tions.

background, and every suspicious cir- 
cumstance pointed not to the author of 
the treason but on Blennerhasse*, tho 
innocent tool.

speedily followed, but his release came 
soon after; a sec*bnd

This time he had little chance of es- 
cape, and was hurried to tho cou-t at 
Richmond, Va. Passing through South 
Carolina, where his son-in-law, hus- 
band of the beautiful Theodosia Burr- 
Allston, was the popular governor, be 
attempted to throw himself 
on 
the 


mercy of the people, but without avail 


Arrived 
at 
Richmond. 
crowded 


streets greeted them, and the President 
had sent Cnict Justice Marshal to con- 
duct the preliminary examination. 


Admitted to $10,000 bail. Burr rented 


one of the beautiful homes of Rich- 
mond, and was joine'd by his daughter, 
who aided him in entertaining there 
the leading society of the southern city. 
The grand jury trial came. Burr was 
indicted for treason against the United 
States and put in the state prison at 
Richmond. The morning of the trial 
he was attended by an escort that 
would have done honor to an Eastern 
potentate. Here a picture of Burr's 
power over-men. 


His trial can only be compared with 


that of Warren Hastings. Wilkinson's 
terrible arraignment of President Jef- 
ferson was only equalled by the fierce 
invectives hurled against the prisoner 
by the young opposing counsel, Will 
iam Wirt. At least the plea of "not 
guilty'" was rendered. 
But when he 


left that court room, free for want of 
convicting evidence, he was practically 
proved guilty in the eyes of the Amer- 
ican people. 
The closing years of his 


life form a story of friendlessness and 
Ms death a picture of desolation. 


The lesson is a moral one. Burr's 


whole life had been on 
the 
wrong 


side, and in the hearts of the American 
people he ^stands impeached for his 
effort to do what was not right, instead 
of what was risht.

A NEW BOOK BY BRYAN 


Volume Written In Defense of 


Western Civilization. 


ANSWERS DICKINSON'S OEITIOISMS 


Replying: to "Letter* Prom a 


Official," Mr. Bryan Drawn Com- 
pnrlftoni 
Between 
Chinrne 
and 


American CondltionH — Where "We 
Are Better O« —Christianity uuil 
Confncianlcm Contrmited. 
A book from the pen ot William Jen- 


nings Bryan was gent into the markel 
by its. publishers recently. It Is a tiny 
volume entitled "Letters to a "Chinese 
Official" and constituting a reply to the 
clever criticism of occidental life and 
ideals published anonymously about 
three years ago under the title of "Let- 
ters From a Chinese Official." In un- 
dertaking the reply Mr. Bryan was not 
aware that the author of the book was 
not a Chinaman, but G. Lowes Dickin- 
son, a well known English writer on 
philosophical and sociological subjects, 
says the Mew York Evening Post. At 
the time of its appearance the book im 
pressed Mr. Bryan strongly. 


In the seven chapters comprised In 


the volume that has just appeared—all 
of which were written on shipboard 
during Mr. Bryan's European trip—the 
author deals successively with the over 
rating • of Chinese civilization and the 
underrating of our own; the folly of 
the Chinese- policy of isolation; the 
merits of labor saving machinery, 
American government and 
western 


homes; the right of the western na- 
tions to regard themselves as having 
a mission in the world, and, finally, 
Christianity versus Confucianism. Of 
the tone and the style of the reply, this 
passage from the second chapter may 
serve as an illustration: 


In a progressive civilization there are 
constant chants in legislation—the run- 
ning stream is seldom straight, but its 
waters are far more pure than the waters 
of the pool hemmed in by changeless 
boundaries. "We have our poor, and an 
increasing part of the energy of society 
is being directed toward both prevention 
and alleviation, and yet we' are not so 
poor but what there is so much room be- 
neath the lowest strata tnat Ghinese 
•workmen will cross an ocean to occupy it. 
We have our drunkards, but we also 
have our temperance societies and laws 
permitting each community to xegulate 
or prohibit the sale of liquor. "We have 
our incompetents, our aged and our sick, 
and, while they do not ride us "like a 
nightmare," they so app'eal to our sym- 
pathies that our land Is dotted with hos- 
pitals, homes and retreats where these 
receive care and attention. Is it possible 
that you have never visited these insti- 
tutions, some of them supported by the 
state, some of them by religious societies 
and others by private philanthropy, or, 
having seen them, did they make no im- 
pression upon you? Have you never vis- 
ited the asylums for the insane to be 
found in every state and in all the west- 
ern countries, the schools for the blind, 
the schools for the deaf and the homes 
for the friendless? Have you never com- 
pared our prisons with your own and 
noted our more humane methods of treat- 
ment and the greater efforts for the re- 
form of the criminal? 


This is Mr. Bryan's definition of civ- 


ilization and a part of his reply to Mr. 
Dickinson's criticism of modern indus- 
trial methods which has particular in- 
terest here at the present moment: 


I can frame no better definition of civ- 
ilization than that it is the harmonious 
development of the human race, physical- 
ly, mentally and morally; not the develop- 
ment of all along one line or the develop- 
ment of a few along all lines, but the full 
and well rounded development of all in 
body, mind and heart. If this is the le- 
gitimate aim of life and life's activity we 
can judge all proposed policies, whether 
Lhey be economic, political, social or re- 
igipus, by the effect which they have In 
aiding or retarding this development. 
We have permitted the heritage of the 
whole family to be monopolized bv com- 
paratively few; we have allowed "capital 
absorb more than its share of the 
Jroducts of human toil. This is the cry- 
ng evil of the western world, and I am 
not surprised that a stranger should be 
deeply Impressed by it. But the remedy 
s not to be found in the contraction of 
:he volume of production, but in the es- 
tablishment of equity in the distribution 
of reward. 


So to enlarge the wealth produced by 
man as to satisfy all legitimate wants 
with a reasonable day's work is the first 
bject, and the second is so to adjust the 
compensation as to give each member of 
society a reward commansurate with his 
:ontribution to the welfare of society. 
To do this it may be necessary for us to 
go further than we have yet gone in 
compelling society as a whole to share 
he temporary buraan imposed upon par- 
icular classes or industries by new In- 
entions. A perfect realization of these 
wo objects lias not yet been reached; to 
ealize them should be the purpose of 
all who have the welfare of their fel- 
ows at heart. 
Turning to the question of govern- 


ment, Mr. Bryan draws a picture of the 
ar east brand of it, as it has impressed 
im. and then goes on to describe the 
uperior home product, lu the course 
f bis talk he says:
